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38 GIRL STRIKERS 
ARE FREED AFTER 
NIGHT IN JAIL 


Crowd of Garment Workers 
Make Demonstration in 
Courtroom. 


PRISONERS SANG AMERICA 


Four Who Accepted Bond When 
Arrested, Hissed by Com- 
panions. 


Thirty-eight girl garment strikers, 
who sang “America” all night long in 
the six cells into which they were hud- 
died at police headquarters after th.ir 
arrest with 20 men in a police raid at 
Fifteenth street and Washington ave- 
-Mue, on a charge of disturbing the peace, 
‘were promptly discharged Tuesday in 
Municipal Police Court by Judge Kim- 
mel, 7 

A two-minute demonstration by a big 
crowd of strike sympathizers—men, 
_ women and children, who thronged ths 


courtroom, proceded the Judge’s ruling. 
The crowd yelled derisively at Lou Gal- 
lant, attorney for the garment manu- 
facturers, who was the only witness to 
testify against the 62 strikers under ar- 
rest. 

Henry Claiborne, attorney for the 
strikers, had asked Gallant if he had not 
requested the police to arrest every one 
- of the 500 men, women and children who 
had gathered in front of the Meyer, 
Strauss & Rauh Garment Co. factory 
at 108 Washington avenue at 5:30 p. m. 
Monday. Gallant replied negatively andi 
42 girl strikers, standing before the 
bench, cried in unison, “Yes, you did; 
yes, you did.” Spectators joined in the 
chorus and it was two minutes before 
the marshal could restore order. 

Judge Kimmel said there was no evi- 
dence the strikers had caused a general 
disturbance of the peace and suggested 
the garment workers place charges of 
“conspiracy to incite a riot’ if they 
hoped to make a case in court. This

IS A FACT, PHYSICIANS SAY 


Johns Hopkins Specialist and New York Doctor 
Declare Power of Rays Over Certain Forms 
of Disease Is “Almost Unbelievable.”

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.~—The move- 


ment for a radium bank in this city has. 


been stimulated by the announcement 
made last night by Dr. Howard A. Kelly 
of Johns Hopkins University and Dr. 
Robert Abbe of New York that the 
word cure now can be properly applied 
to the radium form of treatment of 
cancer. 

Physicians today are discussing the 
statements made by these two doctors 
that the power of the gama rays of 
radium over certain forms of cancer is 
not only wonderful, but almost unbeliev- 
able. Dr. Kelly exhibited photographs 
of patients before and after being cured 
and told of the cure in 48 hours of u 
man suffering from malignant cancer- 
olis growths on the face and head. 

The physicians were careful to 
state that the cure can at present be be 


applied only to superficial cancer in 
its early stages. What the myster- 
ious element may accomplish in ad- 
vanced and internal cases is a matter 
for further experiment, they said. 

The meeting of the college of physi- 
slans and surgeons, at which the two 
specialists spoke was attended by 
many of the physicians and surgeons 
of Philadelphia and they lstened in 
obvious amazement to the addresses. 
As a result of the meeting it is ex- 
pected that the projected radium 
bank, at which will be on deposit a 
portion of the much sought after 
elcment, will soon be a fact. Then 
patients can be brought from all sec- 
tins and subjected io the radium 
rays for the treatment not only of 
capeer but of other diseases in which 
its use has bvcen found to be effica- 
cous,

PRESIDENT BETTER, SEES 
CABINET IN HIS STUDY 


Meeting Hel€ on Doctor's Or- 
der, in Room Where Lincoln 


Cabinet Met. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—President 


Wilson had so far recovered from his 
attack of grip today that he met the 
Cabinet. The session, however, was not 
held, as usual, in the executive offices, 


but in the upper apartments of the 
White House, because Dr. Grayson in- 
sisted on keeping the President in an 
even temperature, though he thought it 
probable that his patient would be able 
to go out of doors tomorrow. 

The meeting of the Cabinet was in 
the study made historic by the sign- 
ing of the emancipation proclamation 
and the meeting of the Lincoln Cab- 
inet. 

Members of the Cabinet, after the 
meeting, said only routine business had 
been discussed and that the Cabinet 
meeting Friday would be held as usual. 
They said the President appeared in 
better health than a week ago, al- 
thuugh he showed in speaking the ef- 
fects of having been hoarse.

WOOSTER LAMBERT 
PAYS S100, Sixth 
FINE AS SPEEDER 


‘Louis’ Wealthiest Bachelor 
in Court, but Only Part He 
Takes Is to Settle. 


St. 


J. D. Wooster Lambert of 5290 Water- 
man avenue, knowfmas St. Louis’ richest 
young bachelor, was fined $100 in the 
Dayton Street Police Court Tuesday for 


automobile speeding. This fine was four 
times as large as any he previously 
had paid for a similar offense. 

Lambert was in court and sat within 
the bar enclosure, but the only part he 
took in the proceedings was the pay- 
ment of his fine. 

The case was taken to the Dayton 
Street Court on a change of venue from 
the Municipal Police Court, 10 days 
ago. At that time he made an affi- 
davit stating his belief that Judge Kim- 
mel, who had fined him three times 
this year, was prejudiced against him. 

Thirty Miles an Hour Charged. 

The charge on which Lambert was 
tried Tuesday was that at 1 a. m, Dec. 
10 he drove his automobile from 
Twenty-second street to Garrison ave- 
nue on Locust street at a speed of 30 
miles an hour. 

After Motor Cycle Policeman Byrne 
had, testified as to the speed, ex-Judge 
Jesse A. McDonald, Lambert's attorney, 
advanced to Judge Sanders’ desk and 
suid: 

“We are ready to admit that in this 
instance my client violated the speed 
ordinance. But I desire to call the 
Court’s attention to the fact that my 
client has been operating an automobile 
on the streets of St. Louis for eight 
years and has never hurt anyone and 
Nas never had an accident.” 

City Attorney Sadler arose and said 
the police court records showed that 
Lambert had been arrested for speed- 
ing four times this year. was fined 
$5 Jan. 14, $15 Jan. 19 and $3 Jan. " 


Admits Five Offenses in Yea 
“I will admit that this is my client’s 


fifth offense this year,”’ said McDonalé. 
“I understand he was arrested for 
speeding in the county in August.’’ 

Sadler, in asking that ep heavy fine 
be assessec, said that there should be 
a law by which a chronic speeder’s car 
could be taken away from him, or he 
vhould be prohibited from running an 
automobile. 

In assessing the fine Judge Sanders 
startled Lambert and the spectators 
by saying: ‘I will fine the defendant 
five——”’ 

Everyone in the courtroom thought 
the Judge would say “five hundred dol- 
lars.”” 

Without completing the sentence, 
Judge Sanders said: “Speeders in St 
Louis are imperiling the lives of pedes- 
trians. If this keeps on people will 
have to refrain from walking on the 
streets. I fine the defendant $100.” 


Chanffeur Fimed After Seventh” Ar. 
rest as Speeder, 

Another speeder who was fined by 
Judge Sanders was Chris Gray, a chauf- 
feur for the St. Louis Taxicab Co., ar- 
rested by Patrolman Byrne at 6:35 a. 
m. Dec. 4 It was Gray's seventh arrest 
inside of a year for violating the auto- 
mobile laws and the court fined him 
$100. Gray lives at 1116 North Newstead 
avenue. 

On Dec. &, 1912, Gray was fined $5 
for violating the traffic laws. His sub. 
sequent record follows: Jan. 6 for 
speeding, fined $10; April 21, speeding, 
fined $10; June 20, violating traffic or- 
.dinance, arrested, but discharged; Aug. 
4, speeding, fined $5; Nov. 11, speeding, 
fined $5; Dec. 16, speeding, fined $100.

BEATEN TO DEATH 


BY SECTION MEN 
WHOM HE TAUNTED 


Woodriver Assessor Cries 
“Dago” and “Bohunk” and Is 
Attacked at Mitchell, Ill. 


NEVER AGAIN CONSCIOUS 


Takes Several Drinks After Miss- 
ing Car; Four Men Caught, 
Chief Assailant Hunted. 


J. A. Dailey of Alton, Assessor of 
Wood River Township, died in a hos- 
pital at Granite City at 3 a. m. Tues- 
day of injuries suffered when he was 
beaten by a gang of section hands at 
Mitchell, Ill., 12 miles north of East Sx. 
Louis, Monday afternoon. 

Demo Pelo, who started the attack On 
Dailey, fled and has not been foun/. 
(Four other section hands and their fore- 
man, Ed Williams, are under arrest. 


Dailey had a wife and several childrer. 
He had long been active in Alton and 
Madison County politics. 

George Matheringham, proprietor of a 
saloon and grocery at Mitchell, told the 
Sheriff that the fight started when 
Dailey stood on the interurban station 
platform and shouted “Bohunk” and 
‘“Dago” at the section hands. 


Missed Car, Took Drinks. 

Matheringham said Dailey, who had 
been to Edwardsville, changed cars at 
Mitchell. He went into Mathering- 
ham’s saloon and while he was there 
his car passed. He had to wait about 
half an hour for another car, and while 
doing so he took several more drinks, 
Matheringham said. 

The section gang. was working on the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad 
tracks which run parallel to the inter- 
urban right of way. 

When Dailey left the saloon, Mather- 
ingham said, he was angry because he 
had missed his car. He vented his anger 
on the section hands, according to the 
saloonkeeper’s account. 

After Dailey had called the men 
names, Matheringham said, Demo Pelo, 
one of the workmen rushed at him and 
struck him over the head with a pick 
Other section hands then gathered 
around Dailey and beat him with their 
picks and shovels. 

Never Regained Consciousness. 

Dailéy struggled to his feet and ran 
tu the station platform. A few minutes 
later he fell: unconscious. The station 

agents telephoned for Dr. Luster of 
Granite City. Dailey after being taken 
to the hospital never regained con- 
sciousness, , 

Besides Foremen Williams the men ar- 
rested by Constable Cowgill are Joseph 
Grago, Angelo Dacairo, Antonio Grapo 
and Antonio Inquiro. 

Dailey was 86 years old and was pop- 
ular in and around Alton because of his 
jolly disposition, He was fond of play- 
ing practical jokes. 

When Dailey announced his candi- 
dacy as Assessor four years ago some 
regarded it as one of his jokes, but his 
friends rallied to his support and elect- 
ed him. He was re-elected two years 
ago. While in office he raised the 
Standard Oil Co.’s assessment $1,000,- 
000.on its refinery property at Wood- 
river.

SCHMIDT'S FATHER 
TESTIFIES 


Boy Killed Fowls as Religious 
Sacrifice, Priest’s Parent 
Says.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Hans Schmidt 
sprang to his feet in court today and 
vehemently denied his counsel’s state- 
ment that he was insane when he killed 
Anna Aumueller. The prosecution rested 
its case today and Judge W. M. K. Ol- 
cott for the defense outlined the insanity 
plea in his opening address to the jury. 
“IT will show,’’ he said, “that this de- 
fendant had been for many years, is 
now and always will be mentally unbal- 
anced.’’ 

He was interrupted by the outburst 
from the prisoner. 

Judge Olcott told the jury he would 
show that in 1904 Schmidt got in trouble 
in Germany for a foolish and profitless 
forgery and only escaped punishment 
by his father’s promise to put him in 
an asylum. From this institution the 
defendant escaped and came to America. 

Heinrich Schmidt, the father, was the 
first witness for the defense. He is a

Duke of Bedford Disposes of 
Business Property in 
Record. Deal.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The biggest pri- 


vate real estate deal on record was com- 


pleted today with the sale of the Dukef 


of Bedford’s freehold property, covering 


about 19 acres near Covent Garden in 
the center of London, to Harry Mallaby- 
Deeley, a Unionist member of the House 
of Commons. . 

Many millions of pounds sterling 
changed hands over the transaction but 
the figures’ were withheld. The agents 
vouchsafed the information that “the 
price exceeds by several million pounds 
the largest sum ever before paid for a 
single property.”’ 

Roughly speaking, the estate stretches 
east and west from King's way to St. 
Martin’s Lane, near Trafalgar Square. 
and north and south from Long Acrz 
to the Strand, It includes the Royal 
Opera, the Drury Lane, the Aldwych, 
the Strand and the Lyceum theaters, 
several hotels, Covent Garden Market, 
Bow Street Police Court, the Nationa!

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 16.—The 
“Root for President’’ movement start- 
ed by Senator Gallinger, after the New 
York Senator made a speech on the 
currency bill, finds favor with former 
President Taft. 

“The noniination of Senator Root for 
President by the Republican party 
would be gratifying to me—highly grat- 
ifying. I would be delighted to see him 
in the White House. I regard Mr. 
Root as a statesman in:the same class 
as Alexander Hamilton. He is more 
than a statesman, too; he is a profound 
lawyer,’ said Mr. Taft. 

He added: “All that I can say is that 
if the Republicans should use the dis- 
crimination to see it as I do, his nomi- 
nation would not be surprising. As to 
his political availabilisy, I am not a 
judge. I think my own experience would 
hardly qualify me in that respect.” 

“From what you say, Mr. Taft, it 
would seem that you have no further 
political ambition yourself?’ 

“Of course not,” replied Prof. Taft.

Hold Hearings on Adamson’s 
measures, 


LEADERS FAVOR’ THEM 


With Such Laws, New Haven 
_ Would Have Had No Scan- 
dal, Says Newlands. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Public hear- 


ings, with a view to rushing legisla- 
tion, soon will be held by the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce on the bills prepared by Chair- 
man Adamson of the committee, provid- 
ing for the Federal regulation of rail- 
way securities—a subject that is particu- 
larly prominent now because of the 
speech in New York Saturday night by 
Chairman Prouty of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in which he ex- 
pressed approval of Government super- 
vision over railway securities. 

The need of such legislation has been 
emphasized by the Frisco scandal, which 
the Post-Dispatch has reported in detail 
in connection with its editorial demand 
for Federal regulation of railway secur- 
ities. 

In announcing that he would begin 
hearihgs at once on his bills, Chairman 
Adamson said: 

“My bills provide that no carrier en- 
gaged in interstate commerce shall in- 
Crease its capital stock or bonded in- 
debtedness or issue any certificates of 
debt until the purpose for which such 
securities are to be issued and the terms 
on which the securities are to be sold, 
@ither to a banking syndicate or other- 
‘wise, have been approved by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

Commenting on the escape of rail- 
road wreckers from punishment, Chair- 
“nan Adamson said: 

“I have insisted for some time that 
what this country needed was not more 
laws, but more rigid enforcement of pen- 
alties. The laws provide prison terms 
for criminals, whether rich or poor.” 

Roads Under State Control. 

Senator Newlands, chairman of the 
Genate Committee on Interstate Com- 
tnerce, which deals with all railroad 
questions, said: : 

“I have always advocated the control 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion of stesk and bond issues of rail- 
roads in interstate commerce. As yet 
legislation on t subject has failed 
under Republican administrations. 

“The objections proposed to this in 
the past have been that the railroads 
have all been incorporated under state 
laws and the isstance of their stocks 


“and bonds and attempts to control their 
securities have been under the regula: 
-. tion of state laws or boards. . 

“Had such a power been contained in 

.. the act organizing the United States 

--- Interstate Commerce Commission, 


the 

New York & New Haven wastefulness 

would not have been possible.’’ : 
Levis Advocates Such Control. 

Senator J. Hamilton Lewis of Illinois, 
a member of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee of the Senate, said: 

“The second bill I introduced after

guaranteed the individual stockholders 
without such authority.”

Huerta, instead of being incensed at 
letcher because, as rumored here, the 
Admiral used his influence in favor of 
the rebels, told O’Shaugnessy that had 
it not been for Flietcher’s attitude the 
besieging force undoubtedly would have 
vénted its resentment at the resistance 
put up by the Federals by applying the 
torch to the National Railway property, 
oil refineries and other possessions, 
which, for a time, were at their mercy. 
When O'Shaughnessy asked Huerta if 
he should consider these utterances as 
official, the President replied in the 
negative. 

It is understood here that Fletcher 
suggested to the rebel leaders that a 
repetition of the vandalism committed 
at Monterey some time ago when rail- 
way equipment worth more than a mil- 
lion pesos ($500,000) was burned, would 
cause a bad impression throughout Mex- 
ico as well as in the United States. He 
also created doubt in the rebels’ minds 
as to the wisdom of persisting in the 
attack on the city by asking if they 
thought leot and the destruction of prop- 
erty would compensate the Constitution- 
alists for the condemnation of such ex- 
cesses in the United States and else- 
where. 

Advices from Tampico today say that 
in all probability the rebels, had they 
persisted, could have made the city 
theirs, despite the vigorous defense of 
the Federal garrison, but, with the sub- 
urbs fully in their possession and only 
a decisive charge necessary seemingly to 
cause the city to capitulate, they abrupt. 
ly abandoned the attack Saturday after- 
noon and retreated. This occurred only 
a short time after Fletcher had been in 
communication with them. The rebels 
had plenty of ammunition and had lost 
few men. 

The casualties on both sides were very 
small, not more than 100 being killed in 
the four-days’ battle. Five million pesos 
($2,500,000) would not have covered the 
loss to the Nationa! lines had the rebels 
burned 3000 cars and 4 locomotives in 
the shops at Dona Cecilla. They could 
have brought the damage up to 10,000,-

werta’e pe Conereme Adtourns, Leaving 
With Swey of Dictator 


| MEXICO CITY, Dec. 16—From now 


until April 2 Huerta will be obliged to 
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conduct the Government without .Con- 


gress, as that specially created organ- 
ization has been formally adjourned. Its 
most important acts were the ratifica- 
tion of Huerta’s assumption of power 
over the various departments of the 


Government after dissolving the preced~] 


ing Congress, and regranting to him this 
same power, which gives him until Con- 
gress convenes again practically the 
sway of a dictator. 

The new Congress was unobtrusive 
and did not interfere with Huerta’s 
ideas of government. Its most notable 
act, aside from those directly connect- 
ed with the executive plans, was the 
ratification of a concession to a Belgian 
syndicate to construct 5000 miles of nar- 
row gauge railway. 

Milpa Alta, a town in the Federal 
district, 16 miles south of the capitol, 
was attacked yesterday by a strong 
Zapata band. The Federal garrison was 
routed and a number of Federals were 
killed. Mounted police were dispatched 
from the capital, whereupon the rebels 
retired to the mountains.

SOCIETY LEADER 
HELD AS WIELDE 
OF “POISON PEN” 


Wilkesbarre Woman, Head of 
National Legal Regulation 
League, Arrested. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
WALKESBARRE, Pa. Dec. 16.— 


“Polson-pen” letters, which have been 
circulating in Wilkesbarre’s social cir- 
cles for the past month and in which 
Mrs. C. J. Wallace, a prominent social 
leader, a member of the Luzerne Coun- 
ty Board of Visitation, and the wife of 
Dr. C. J. Wallace, a physician, has 
been called a “knave” and a “tool” of 


politicians, are responsible for the ar- 
rest of Miss Kate Davis, superintendent 
of the National Legal Regulation 
League, an organization that censors 
moving pictures. 

Miss Davis has been. released on $1000 
bail for her appearance at the next term 
of court to answer to a charge of crim- 
inal libel. 

The letters first made their appear- 
ance in October, when many prominent 
women of Wilkesbarre received anony- 
mous missives attacking Mrs. Wallace. 
Only a few letters at first appeared, 
but a short time later a dozen or more 
were sent to the homes of society 
women. 

Some of Mrs. Wallace’s friends turned 
their letters over to her, and while she 
suspected that she knew the author, she 
made no public complaint.. When an- 
other batch of letters went out, Dr. 
Wallace decided to cause the arrest of 
Miss Davis. 

Arrested After Trip. 

A warrant was sworn out for her ar- 
rest several weeks ago, but was not 
served because she had gone on a tour 
of several states, in behalf of the Na- 
tional Legal Regulation League. 

Miss Davis first visited New York 
State, then went to Indiana and Minne- 
sota, attending the seventh Interna- 
tional Purity Congress at Minneapolis 
and addressing the Congress on the 
“Supervision of Moving Picture Shows 
and Theaters.” 

When she came back to this city 
she was arrested. 

Several prominent persons were sub- 
poenaed to appear in the court of Alder- 
man John P. Pollock, who took teati- 
mony in the preliminary hearing. Mrs. 
H. H. Harvey, president of the Civic 
League; Miss Brower, a prominent so- 
cial worker in Northeastern Pennsylva- 
nia, and F. C. Kirkendall, editor of the 
Wilkesbarre Times-Leader, all of whom 
received “‘poison-pen’’ letters, were sub- 
poenaed to:identify the handwriting.

Almost any hour of the day she may 
be seen directing a squad of work- 
men on the East Grand avenue job. 
The work consists mainly in separating 
end classifying the rubbish and taking 
it off the lot. Six or eight teams are 
kept busy carting the wreckage. This 
is considered by Mrs. Kelly a compara- 
tively small contract. It is not an 
uncommon thing to see her leading 75 
or 100 men, and she has a reputation in 
labor circles and with the captains of 
industry for the resourcefulness and 
tact she displays. 

Her control and influence over her em- 
ployes is remarkable. Never a murmur 
or dissenting voice is raised among 
them when her orders are given. Most 
of the men have been in the employ- 
ment of the firm a number of years, 
and have become attached to their gen- 
tle boss.

A diminutive, modest-appearing wom- 
an, perched commandingly on charred

Busy Six Days a Week, 

Six days out of the week Mrs. Thomas 
kelly occupies her time in this way. 
Her husband conducts a combination 
coal, teaming and wrecking business at 
210-312 Barry street. where their un- 
pretentious dwelling also is. 

Mrs. Kelly is a woman of mid- 
dle age, and has reared a Ilarge 
family. She is a brunette, short and 
stocky and of wonderful physical en- 
ergy. Because of her genuine interest 
in her husband’s affdirs and her emi- 
nent success in handling this class of 
iabor, she has become equally active 
with him in the business. 

Almost any hour of the day she may 
be seen directing a squad of work- 
men on the East Grand avenue job. 
The work consists mainly in separating 
and classifying the rubbish and taking 
it off the lot. Six or eight teams are 
kept busy carting the wreckage. This 
is considered by Mra. Kelly a compara- 
tively small contract. It is not an 
uncommon thing to see her leading 7 
or 100 men, and she has a reputation in 
labor circles and with the captains of 
industry for the resourcefulness and 
tact she displays. 

Her control and influence over her em- 
ployes is remarkable. Never a murmur 
or dissenting voice is raised among 
them when her orders are given. Most 
of the men have been in the employ- 
ment of the firm a number of years, 
and have become attached to their gen- 
tle boss. She knows them all by name, 
and they have a high regard for her. 

Heart in Her Work. 

It is an odd sight to watch Mrs, Kelly 
overseeing a gang of wreckers. Her 
methods are direct and clear-sighted, 
and she appears to be perfectly at home 
with the problems of the situations 
which arise in an ordinary day’s work. 
It is easy to see that, singular though 
the vocation is for woman, Mrs. Kelly’s 
heart and soul are in it. Standing with 
one arm resting on her hip, under a 
long black ulster-like coat, and carry- 
ing in her other hand a big, driving 
whip, which she uses, when not in her 
buggy, for pointing out directions to 
the men, she forms a striking central 
figure against this rude background, She 
wears a rakish-looking black hat, se- 
cured by a veil, a plain bilaci skirt, 
cut full and unhampering, and a stoui 
pair of heavy-seoled boots. 


but rather primitively feminine, 

Like a good General, she goes with 
her cohorts imto the very heart of the 
ruins, whatever the danger, and alli 
questions of procedurc’ relating to the 
task in hand are settled by her on the 
ground. The problems are manifold, 
according to the work undertaken. Ex- 
perience and study have made her a 
practical mechanic, able to comprehend 
at a glance the technical difficulties of 
a job, and she has acquired a quick 
eye and ready head for estimating val- 
ues, for often the available material, 
separated from the waste, is bought 
up by the firm and distributed a’ sec- 
ondhand articles later. 

Mrs. Kelly does all her own bookkeep- 
ing. When, every night, the men line up 
before the “pay’’ window in the tem- 
porary office on the site, there is much 
hilarity. The average pay is $1.50 a 
day of 10 working hours.

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THE ROAD TO PROSPERITY. 
Replying to the insistent plea of President How- 
ard Elliott of the New Haven system for increased 
freight rates, Chairman Prouty not only indorsed 
the Post-Dispatch’s demand for Federal regula- 
tion of railroad finances, but emphasized our state- 
ment that it would solve the problem of railroad 
rates. On the point of rate increase Chairman 
Prouty sald: nee : ; 

The railroads. ask for tmereases in rates. 
Gentlemen, when {ft fs no longer possible for 
railroads to spend money save for ratiliroad 
purposes, when the railroads cannot buy se- 
curities of other railroads, and when rail- 
roads cannet issue any securities save with 
Federal supervision, then, and not unti] then, 
can you safely permit any Increase in rates. | 
This ultimatum from the head of the Interstate 


Commerce Commission that the fundamental con- 
dition to an increase of rates is a guarantee 
through Federal regulation of railroad securities 
that the money will be applied to railroad pur- 
poses should awaken the Wilson administration to 
the importance of immediate legislation. 
There is a general belief that railroad rates 
should be increased. There is a general desire 
that the railroads be put on a prosperous basis 
that will enable them to take care of traffic and 
provide for needed improvements and develop- 
ments. But there is a general fear that increased 
rates would not mean increased efficiency, but 
increased source of graft for bankers, promoters, 
brokers, unscrupulous railroad officers and high 
financiers. 

The revelations of plundering methods which 
have brought some railroads to bankruptcy and 
others to the verge of it are obstacles to increases 


,Jof rates, as they are barriers to further railroad 
| investment. 


President Wilson should realize the importance 
of clearing up the railroad situation. With the 
tariff and currency questions out of the way the 
question of railroad rates and investments over- 
tops all others at this time. 

- Railroad conditions are vital factors in general 
business conditions. Railroad uncertainty and 
stagnation mean inefficient transportation and 
checked development. They mean industrial and 
commeércial depression. Adequate rates and re- 
newed confidence in railroad securities would 
cause a radical change in the business outlook. 
All wheels would begin to turn, 

Railroad managers and business men should now 
turn their efforts to get action in Congress. 
It wouldinot be difficult to amend the interstate 
commerce act so that the regulation of railroad 
securities would be provided. Several states have 
admirable models of regulation acts. Long hear- 
ings and debates are unnecessary.

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POR THE OITY, OR THE TRUST? 

The City Council at today’s session will vote 
on a bill repealing the billboard ordinance 
enacted in 1905. 

That ordinance was framed to protect the lives 
and property of St. Louis people against im- 
properly built billboards. It was held up in the 
courts by the Billboard Trust until December, 
1913, when it was declared valid. It is now the 
undisputed law on the subject of billboards in 
St. Louis. 

Mayor Kiel, City Counselor Baird and Building 
Commissioner McKelvey, the city’s servants who 
draw salaries for enforcing the city’s laws, have 
illegally agreed with the attorney of the Bill- 
board Trust not to enforce the billboard law until 
an effort can be made to have the Municipal As- 
sembly nullify it. Mayor Kiel has said (as usual) 
that he is ‘not taking sides” and that he will sign 
any bill the Assembly may pass. 

McKelvey, paid by the city to enforce the build- 
ing laws, including the billboard law, has drawn 
a bill—the bill the Council wil vote on today— 
which,.if passed, will deprive the city of most of 
the benefits .of the 1905 ordinance and will enable 
the law-breaking billboard trust to go on defying 
St. Louis public opinion and endangering the lives 
and property of St. Louis people. 

The 1905 ordinance limits height of bill- 
boards to 14 feet; McKelvey’s bill permits 
boards 24 feet high. 

The 1905 ordinance limits billboards to 500 
square feet; McKelvey’s ordinance sets no 
limit to size. 

The 1905 ordinance requires bottom of 
boards to be four feet above the ground; 
McKelvey’s, two feet. 

The 1905 ordinance requires billboards to be 
at least two feet apart; McKelvey’s has no 
such requirement. 

The 1905 ordinance requires six feet of 
open space between the ends of billboards 
and adjoining buildings, so city firemen can 
get through to fight fire in the buildings; 
McKelvey’s permits billboards to be built 
up to the building walls, shutting the 
firemen out. 

The 1905 ordinuuce requires rotten or un- 
safe billiards''té ‘be removed immediately; 
McKelvey’s provides_for three days’ delay. 

The 1905 ordinance taxes the Billboard 
Trust $l—a ‘fee ‘paid only once, not every 
year—for every’ five feet of the boards’ 
length; McKelvey’s cuts this license fee to 
$1 for every .100 square feet. 

The 1905 ordinance taxes the Trust $1 for 
every 25 square feet of boards on buildings; 
McKelvey’s cuts this tax to $1 for every 
100 square feet. 

The Missouri Supreme Court cited with em- 
phatic approval the sound reasons which prompt- 
ed the city in 1905 to enact the existing billboard 
law. 

The only argument against the existing law is 
the trust’s desire to escape a few dollars of legiti- 
mate tax, and to use boards higher and wider 
than public safety can permit. 

It is up to the City Council to say whether St. 
Louis’ city government is owned by the people 
of St. Louis or by the Billboard Trust.

| NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Since the first 

‘| | Wireless telegraph message from a mov- 

| ing train to a fixed station was flashed 
from the fast Lackawanna Limited to 
Scranton, Pa., five weeks ago, the im- 
provement of the wireless service be- 
tween trains and stations for commer- 
clal and operating purposes has been 
Steadily going on. L. B. Foley, the 
Lackawanna’s superintendent of tele- 
graph who originated the idea of the 
tvain wireless system and has been in 
charge of the tests, is making satis- 
factory experiments in fields hardly 
thought of when the new use of wire- 
less was first conceived. 

The latest accomplishment is the set- 
ting of signals by wireless from a 
moving train or fro.n a fixed wireless 
siation. Foley says that there is no 
longer any doubt that the wireless can

‘This means that if any mistakes are 
mede in the orders issued to engineers 
and conductors, at stations or in the 
Case of an emergenoy in which a train 
must be stopped to avert an accident 
the station operator can signal the train 
as certainly as if he had direct wire 
communication with some one on board 

“Another valuable use to which the 
wireless controlled signals can be put,” || 
seid Foley, “is the handling of freight 
trains on long runs. At present a 
through freight must make many stops || 
between its starting point and destina- | @ 
tion, so that orders and instructions}! 
concerning right of way can be de- 
livered to the conductors, but these fre- 
quent stops are a source of expense and 
delay which will be abolished by the 
wireless telegraph. 

“Keeping trains in motion for long 
distances without stops will result in 
great economy of operation,”’ said Fo- 
ley. “‘Railroad operating officials know 
how expensive it is to start and stop 
heavy freight trains, the additional cost 
of fuel with the attendant pulling out 
of drawheads and the wear and tear 
of the equipment being no inconsider- 
able items in themselves. With direct 
communication with a train and the 
ability to set and release signals by 
wireless, dispatchers can keep in touch 
with conductors and make: the stops 
needless. The wireless permits the dis- 
patcher to board every train and deliver 
his instructions as surely as if he 
handed them to the conducter in a 
sealed envelope. 

Has Already Been Tried. 
“That the wireless service for ordi- 
nary operating purposeg is no longer 
an experiment is proved by the fact 
that the Lackawanna has already de- 
‘| pended upon it when wire communica- 
tion was cut off. Recently, when a se- 
vere sleet storm put all the telephone 
and telegraph lines out of commission 
in the mountain division of the Lacka- 
Wanna Railroad, all train orders were 
handled by wireless between Scranton 
and Binghamton for two hours during 
which 54 orders were transmitted.” 

“Communication by wireless telegraph 
to and from fixed stations with moving 
trains is no longer an uncertainty,’’ Fo- 
ley said. ‘‘Railroads can now go ahead 
and install the service without any fear 
of failure. The service can be put into 
operation without increasing the train 
crews. Regular trainmen can easily 
learn the telegraph alphabet or tele- 
graph operators on trains can perform 
the duties of trainmen. Later it may 
be found necessary and profitable to 
place a-.telegraph operator on limited 
trains running long distances, without 
stopping to handle commercial tele- 
grams. Commercial telegraph offices on 
trains in the future may be of as much 
value to the public as branch offices in 
hotels and other places where pebvple 
congregate in large numbers.”’ 

Commercial telegrams have already 
been sent from the Lackawanna Limited 
and a set of regular toll rates is now 
being prepared by the railroad and 
telegraph companies.

“SAPHAY” PEACHES 
VAUDEVILLE iS 
WINDING STAIRS 


Instead of Having Just Met Jean 
Gaussin She Parts With Him 
in Agonizing Mood.

HE “Sapho” of Alphonse Daudet's 

T vividly realistic writing and of 
Olga Nethersole’s similar playing 

in its dramatized form “came back” for 
half an hour or so to crowded houses at 
the Columbia Theater on Monday after- 
noon and evening. 
Not by way of the famous “winding 
Stairs” leading to Jean Gaussin’s attic 
in Paris did Fanny Le Grand return to 
the footlights. 
It was, instead something of a “wel- 
come and farewell,’’ inasmuch as she 
had been on the vaudeville stage but a 
few moments when she was in the full- 
est floodtide of her agonized parting 
with Jean, her poignant cry of lonell- 
ness and desolation being the final ut- 
terance heard by the audience as the 
curtain fell on the third act of the orig- 
inal play. 
During the intervening period that 
had followed the curtain’s first rising 
the house seemed deeply moved by 
Nethersole’s art in realizing Sapho in 
her most keenly emotional aspect. 

The feminine element predominated in 
the audience. So, too, it does when 
“Camille” is played, or ‘‘Freu-Frou,”’ or 
‘The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.’”” Women 
seem fascinated by “the woman with a 
Past.” 

Fanny Le Grand is one of the most 
relentlessly drawn of all these typical 
sinners and sufferers in petticoats. Now, 
as in the earlier days when the complete 
play was presented, Nethersole portrays 
the role of Sapho with undeniable ef- 
fectiveniess. And now, as always, her 
work seems to hold women gripped in 
the spell. of its frank realism. 

Wherefore it is safe to say that the 
Columbia will be crewded all this week 
andsthat “Sapho’”’ will score in vaude- 
ville precisely as she scored in the le- 
gitimate drama. 


The tense third act of the original 
play gives Nethersole all the opportu- 
nity she needs for this achievement. The 
opportunity is improved te the utmost. 
And the little supporting company is 
reasonably capable, Jean Gaussin be- 
ing played by A. B. Winnington Barnes 
with fairly competent touches, Uncle 
Cesare quite faithfully drawn by Alfred 
Donahoe, and Francine, servant to Fan- 
ny and Jean in their unconventional do- 
mestic establishment, receiving the prop- 
er treatment by Miss Constance Ray- 
mond. 

“Sapho” is sandwiched in between 
“Ginger Snaps” and a “Princess of Rag- 
time” on the Columbia’s bill, Jamies F. 
Kelly and Emma Pollock appearing in 
“Ginger Snaps” and Ruth Roye being 
the ragtime princess. Other acts are

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1oo Army, Navy and Marine Of- 
ficers Virtually Charged With 
Insubordination. 


By Wire From the Washington 23u- 
reau of the Post-Dixpatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16—Army, Navy 
and marine officers, both active and 
retired, of high and low rank and num- 
bering 100, face thé possibility of being 
courtmartialed by orders from Presi- 

dent Wilson. 
These hundred officers, imotuaing {Az 
every grade from a Major-General and 
Rear Admiral down to a Lieutenant, 
virtually are charged by the President 
with insubordination. 

The annual dinner of the Washington 
“corral” of the military Order of the 


service” in the Philippines quis the 
period from May, 1898, to July 4, 190%, 
is the direct cause of the trouble in the 
military service and at the White 
House. At the dinner, which was given 
last Thursday night im the Willard 
Hotel, there were many songs depre- 
cilating the character of the Filipino and 
satirical quips of the administration’s 
Philippine policy and international 
peace policy. 

On Saturday morning President Wil- 
son, who was confined to his bed with a 
severe cold, read the local newspapers. 
One of the first stories he read was that 
giving an account of the dinner of the 
Carabao Society. According to one of 
his advisers, the President became in- 
censed-over the allusion to the admin- 
istration’s policies and he toek the mat- 
ter up with his private secretary, Mr. 
Tumulty. 


All Fear Courtmartial. 

Officers of high and low rank who 
are members of the Washington: “‘cor- 
ral’’ on duty here in Washington liter- 
ally were “trembling in their boots’’ to- 
day. All are fearful that a courtinar- 
tial of some officers will result from the 
investigation. Many of the oer ones 
say they do not see how only a few 
officers can be courtmarshaled and not 
all. 

It was not the song, “Damn, Damn, 
Damn the Insurrectos, Cross-Eyed Kac- 
kiack Ladrones,” sung to the tune of 
“Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the Boys Are 
Marching,” so much as it was the trav- 
esty on the administration's 
and peace policies which aroused the 
President's ire. It was the song rather 
than the travesties which hurt the feel- 
ings of Secretary Daniels. 

The position is taken by the President 
and Secretary Daniels that it is all right 
for the Gridiron Club, comprised of 
newspaper men, to do the things which 
the officers did and for which they will 
be punished, either by courtmartial or 
public reprimand, but it Is another thing 
for an official of the Government to 
do them. 

“An officer of the army, nayy end 
marine corps is an officer of the Gov- 
ernment,"’ Secretary Daniels said. ‘“‘He 
has no politics and his allegiance should 
be to his country and the administra- 
tion in power. It is not for him to criti- 
cise ahy policy of the administration, 
but to the contrary, to act in carrying 
ft through to success. He may not agree 
with the administration, but the fact 
that he is a subordinate officer of the 
Government is every reason why he 
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should subordinate his own theories and 
beliefs to those of the administration. 
“I was deeply grieved to hear that 


that song was sung. Had I been aware 
it was on the program when I spoke I 
should have made the request that it be 
omitted. I was compelled to leave the 
dinner after I had made my address, as 
I had another appointment at the Con- 
gressional Club, hence my faflure tu
